ELECTION COMMISSION OF INDIA 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 15th June, 1991 

O.N. 159(E).—Whereas, Rules 55, 56 and 57 of 
the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961 provide that 
counting of votes shall be done polling stationwise; 

And, whereas. Rule 59A of the said Rules, before 
its amendment as made by the Conduct of elections 
(Amendment) Rules, 1991 with effect from 14th June, 
1991, provided that the counting of votes shall be 
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done by mixing ballot papers of the entire constituen¬ 
cy, in such constituencies as may be specified by the 
Election Commission in the State of Punjab and in 
the Ganganagar district of Rajasthan; 

And, 'whereas, the Commission recommended to the 
Government on the 24-th April, 1991 that the said 
Rule 59A may be amended so as to give powers to 
the Commission to adopt the aforesaid system of mix¬ 
ing ballot papers for counting in any constituency in 
any State or Union Territory where the Commission 
was satisfied that the present system of counting of 
votes polling stationwise might result in pre-election 
intimidation or post-elecion victimisation of elector 

And, whereas, the Government by its letter dated 
9th May, 1991 intimated that the political parlies 
should be consulted before making any amendment 
in the said Rule after the commencement of the pro¬ 
cess of general elections to the House of the People 
and certain State Legislative Assemblies from 
19-4-1991; 

And, whereas, the Election Commission consulted 
all recognised National parties at a meeting held on 
15-5-1991 and the overwhelming view expressed by 
them that no such amendment should be made in 
the said Rule at the present juncture; 

And, whereas, the Government intimated the Com¬ 
mission as late as on 13-6-1991 that the system of 
mixing of ballot papers for counting may bo adopted 
in the State of Assam in the interest of security oP 
electors and suggested an amendment to the said rule 
59 A; 

And, whereas, the Commission intimated to the 
Government on the 14-6-1991 that It did not consider 
it appropriate to single out the State of Assam as 
electors in some other States also needed similar 
security; 

And, whereas, the Gvernmcnt has on its own 
amended the said Rule 59A by the Conduct of Elec¬ 
tions (Amendment) Rules, 1991 with effect from 
14-6-1991 so as to make its provisions applicable to 
the State of Assam; 

And, whereas, the Government by its letter dated 
15th June, 1991 has stated that the State of Assam 
has been under the terrorist activities which have creat¬ 
ed very wide spread fear among all sections of the po¬ 
pulation in Assam, that many heinous offences, includ¬ 
ing those of murder, were not even reported to the 
police, that the President’s Rule had to be imposed in 
the State on 27th November, 1990, that the entire 
State had to be declared as ‘disturbed area’ under the 
Armed Forces (Special Powers) Act, 1958, that the 
provisions of the Terrorist and Disruptive Activities 
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(Prevention) Act had to be invoked in a large number 
of offences and that if the counting of votes is done 
polling boothwise, the nature and extent of support 
among the electors covered by the polling booth for 
different political parties would be easy to detect and 
there would be a high probability 7 of post-counting 
victimisation of the voters; 


And, whereas, the Commission has carefully con¬ 
sidered the matter and has decided that in the light 
of Government’s views and in the interest of the secu¬ 
rity of doctors in the State of Assam the provisions 
of the said Rule 59A may be made applicable. In 
relation to the counting of votes in all Parliamentary 
and Assembly Constituencies in the State of Assam 
at the general elections to the House of the People 
and the State Legislative Assembly held in May! 
June, 1991. 


Now, therefore, the Commission hereby specifies— 

(a) all the 14 Parliamentary Constituencies in 
the State of Assam; and 


(b) all the Assembly Constituencies (except 29- 
Kokrajhar West where the result of election 
being uncountested has already been 
announced and 5-Badarpur where the elec¬ 
tion has been countermanded due to the 
death of a candidate) in the State of 
Assam; 

as the constituencies to which the provisions cf Rule 
59A of the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961 shall 
apply for the purposes of counting at the general elec¬ 
tions now in progress.
